THE GOLD BLADDER PUNCTURED. 


Eix-Speaker Crisp in a few words 
punctures the bladder of Mr. Cleveland’s 
argument concerning the peCessity of 
retiring all the greenbacks and Sherman 
notes toupreserve the gold reserve and 
the public credit. 

The ex-Spedker points out. that the 
President's assumption that our obliga- 
tions are payable in gold % false, as 
there ig no law in the statute book justi- 
fying this assumption. On the contrary, 
all bonds, Treasury notes and other 
obligations of the Government are pay- 
able in “coin,” that is,,in gold.or silver 
of the present standard of weight and 
finenéss. All that is necessary to relieve 
the gold stock of excessive drafta is for 
the Secretary of the Treasury to exercise 
the option. expressly given him by law 
to pay in gold or silver as convenience 
may suggest. 

If the Secretary of the Treasury exer- 
cised this legal option he could: protect 
the gold stock from its continuous drain 
and could make use of the idle stock 
of silver in the Treasury. By this Course 
the necessity of issuing bonds could be 
avoided, and there would be no occasion 
for the retirement of greenbacks and. the 
turning of the control of the curréncy 
over to the national banks.
